NORTHAftCKMiCT'S  MODEL  OF  NEW  DORMITORY 


Dormitory  Plans  Near  Completion; 
To  Be  Constructed  On  West  Campus 


Architect's  plans  for  the  new 
$900,000  women's  dormitory  to  be 
constructed  on  the  Northwestern 
State  College  campus  are  nearing 
completion. 

Conferences  between  College  of- 
ficials and  William  H.  Woodward, 
Lake  Charles  architect,  were  held 
on  campus  during  the  latter  part 
of  January.  The  modern  struc- 
ture will  house  300  students.  Site 
for  the  building  will  be  on  the 
knoll  just  west  of  St.  Denis  Hall. 

According  to  President  John  S. 
Kyser,  "There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  preliminary  plans  and  speci- 
fications will  be  ready  for  presen- 
tation to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation at  its  next  meeting  on 
I  March  15."  If  the  Board  approves 
the  plans,  advertising  for  bids 
should  be  completed  in  April. 

Funds  for  the  project  were 
voted  bv  the  1959  Legislature 
when  it  appropriated  $1,000,000 
for  Northwestern  as  its  share  of 
State  mineral  leases. 

Also  from  this  appropriation 
will  be  $100,000  for  the  renova- 


tion and  remodeling  of  the  last  of 
three  old  Navy  barracks  (Laun- 
dry Building)  for  additional 
men's  housing  for  100  students. 
The  building,  when  remodeled, 
will  be  named  North  HaU. 

Northwestern  was  among  the 
first  of  the  State  Colleges  to  make 
successful  application  to  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  for  federal  funds  for  col- 
lege housing  and  dining  facilities. 
A  loan  of  approximately  81,500,- 
000  made  possible  the  construc- 
tion of  Natchitoches  Hall,  St. 
Denis  Hall,  and  West  Caspari 
Hall.  All  of  these  buildings  have 
been  in  operation  since  the  Fall 
of  1958. 

An  application  to  the  HHFA 
for  an  additional  loan  of  $1,150,- 
000  for  student  housing  was  made 
in  1959.  The  success  of  this  ap- 
plication will  depend  upon  the 
action  of  the  present  congress. 
The  older  federal  appropriations 
for  college  housing  and  related 
purposes  have  been  exhausted.

H.  Lee  Prather  Receives 
Ark-La-Tex  Sports  Citation 


H.  Lee  Prather,  former  coach 
and  later  president  of  Northwest- 
ern State  College,  was  recipient  of 
a  special  citation  at  the  third  an- 
nual Ark-La-Tex  Sports  Award 
Dinner  held  at  the  Washington- 
Youree  Hotel  in  Shreveport  on 
Feb.  12. 

During  20  of  the  38  years  he 
coached  at  Northwestern,  Prather 
handled  the  coaching  reins  of  all 
four  major  sports  without  an  as- 
sistant. 

Beginning  his  career  at  North- 
western State  College  (which  was 
then  known  as  Louisiana  Normal) 
in  1913,  Prather  coached  basket- 
ball, football,  track,  and  baseball. 

Coach  Prather  later  turned  all 
athletics,  except  basketball,  over 
to  Marry  Turpin.  Having  begun 
to  play  basketball  only  10  years 
after  Dr.  James  Naismith  invented 
the  game.  Prather  continued  to 
coach  the  hardwood  sport  for  .'58 
years,  until  he  became  president 
of  the  College  in   19:^0. 

Born  on  a  farm  near  Odessa, 
Mo.,  he  altrtidcd  the  I  nivcrsitv 
of  Missouri  and  received  the 
A.  B.  degree  in  1910  and  the 
LL.B.  in  1912. 

After  one  yj^ar  at  Southwestern 


Louisiana  Institute,  he  moved  to 
Northwestern  in  1913  and  re- 
mained with  the  Demons  for  38 
years — establishing  a  record  for 
coaching  tenure  at  one  institution. 

His  teams  won  approximately 
500  games.  Records  are  incom- 
plete on  a  couple  of  seasons,  but 
the  other  campaigns  show  a  fine 
388-143   (.731)    record. 

His  "tenure"  tradition  has  sur- 
vived at  NSC.  For  example,  the 
College  has  had  only  three  coaches 
in  each  of  the  major  sports — 
football  and  basketball.  In  foot- 
ball, Prather  was  followed  by  Tur- 
pin and  the  current  head  grid 
mentor.  Jack  Clayton.  In  basket- 
ball, he  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
Charles  (Red)  Thomas  and  later 
the  present  cage  mentor,  Huey 
Cranford. 

After  holding  the  presidency  of 
NSC  for  four  years,  Prather  re- 
tired on  May  15,  1954. 

His  numerous  honors  include  a 
term  as  j)residenl  of  the  National 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Associa- 
tion and  the  highest  honor  that 
can  be  bestowed  upon  a  f'oach — 
membership  in  the  Helms  Foun- 
dation All-American  Hall  of  Fame 
for  Basketball.

Foundation  To  Sponsor 
Two  Science  Programs 

Two  departments  at  Northwest- 
ern State  College  have  received 
National  Science  Foundation 
grants  to  support  Summer  Train- 
ing Programs  for  High  School 
Students. 

The  Department  of  Biological 
Science  received  a  NSF  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $4,920  to  support 
a  program  which  will  afford 
promising  secondary  school  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  gain  in- 
creased knowledge  of  scientific 
content  and  methods  in  biology. 
Dr.  Rene  J.  Bienvenu,  associate 
professor  of  biology,  will  direct 
the  program. 

A  grant  in  the  amount  of  $6,280 
was  awarded  the  Department  of 
Physical  Sciences  to  support  a 
summer  program  in  chemistry, 
under  the  direction  of  department 
head,  Dr.  Allan  H.  Crosby.  The 
program  is  designed  for  superior 
students  from  the  smaller  schools 
who  have  not  had  the  opportunity 
of  participating  in  accelerated  or 
special  classes.
